A mid tighter security in the wake of the mass shooting in Orlando, 
Chicago LGBTQ pride celebrations are set to get underway Police 
Superintendent Eddie Johnson said last week that more officers will be 
stationed throughout this weekend’s Pride Parade. More private security guards 
also are being brought in to monitor the daytime events and the local bars and 
nightclubs where many spectators flock afterward, officials said. 

“We really want this to be a festive event where we’re able to celebrate each other,” Pride 
Parade organizer Richard Pfeiffer said. “We’re not going to be pushed back into the closet by 
one crazy person.” 

Appropriately, this year’s theme is “Solidarity through Pride.” If you’re planning to attend, 
make sure you know the details of the event before you leave the house.

What time should I get there? 

The parade begins at noon; you should try to 
get there around 11:30 a.m. so you can find a 
good spot to watch. 

How should I get there? 

Youi best bet is public transportation; the 
CTA will be providing longer trains and more 
service. You can take the Red Line to the Bel- 
mont, Addison, Sheridan or Wilson stop, or 
the Brown Line to Belmont, Wellington or Di- 
versey From 8 a.m. to approximately 8 p.m., the 
following bus routes will be rerouted to avoid 
street closures: No. 8 Halsted, No. 22 Clark, 
No. 36 Broadway No. 76 Diversey No. 77 Bel- 
mont, No. 78 Montrose, No. 80 Irving Park, 


No. 151 Sheridan and No. 152 Addison. You can 
find more information on public transporta- 
tion at transitchicago.com/prideparade. 

Parade organizers are discouraging attend- 
ees from driving to the event because of lim- 
ited parking and many street closures. If you 
have to drive, try to carpool. There will be 
rolling street closures as the parade moves 
along the route. 

Where should I watch from? 

The parade begins at Broadway and Mon- 
trose Avenue. According to the organizers, 
the area around the Belmont Red Line stop is 
the most crowded, so you should try to watch 
from other areas of the parade route. Take a 


look at the map to the right to plan out which 
areas work for you. The map also includes the 
locations of pedestrian crossover streets. 

What is unique about this year’s event? 

There will be a moment of silence at the 
beginning of the parade to commemorate the 
49 lives lost at Pulse nightclub in Orlando. 
Photos of each of the 49 victims will be held 
up at the front of the parade. 

Make sure to check out actor Monica 
Raymund, a star of “Chicago Fire,” who is the 
grand marshal for the parade and will be at the 
front of the parade. 

There are 160 entries this year, including 
more than 60 floats, six double-decker buses, 
nine cars and two golf carts. Friends of the 
Chicago LGBT Hall of Fame and the Puerto 
Rican Cultural Center floats will lead the 
parade, and the Pandora internet radio and 
ComEd trucks will be the last. Check out the 
entire lineup at chicagopridecalendar.org/ 
lineup.html. 

Should I be concerned about security? 

You should always be vigilant for suspicious 
activity This year, there will be 160 off-duty 
security personnel (up from 90 last year) at 
the parade, in addition to the police officers 
and parade marshals lining the route. There 
will also be barricades along the route. 

Chicago parade attendees generally have 
remained safe in past parades; the last major 


crime associated with Chicago’s Pride Parade 
happened in 2011 when float tires were punc- 
tured at a South Side storage garage. 

What time will the parade end? 

The parade begins at noon, and it takes ap- 
proximately two and a half hours for all the 
entries to cross the starting point at Broad- 
way and Montrose. Streets will be reopened 
after the parade as soon as street cleaning is 
complete.

CLUBS BEEF UP SECURITY 
AFTER ORLANDO SHOOTING

In the wake of the Orlando mass shooting, 

Chicago is sparing no precaution. 

With the cit/s Pride Parade this weekend, 
safety is a top priority The city’s LGBTQ 
bars and clubs are taking measures to ensure 
the well-being of all who choose to drink and 
dance the night away in those establishments. 
Above and beyond their safety practices al- 
ready in place, that is. 

Mark Nott, general manager of Scarlet in 
Lakeview, is turning what used to serve only 
as “busy weekend” security measures, such as 
bag checks and bouncers, into everyday imple- 
mentations. He even recently purchased met- 
al detector wands to be used in extreme cases. 

“I can’t take any chances,” he said. “I want 
to have as many resources as I can. Whether 
or not I use them, I stiU want to have them just 
in case we need them.” 

Nott also removed a stage located near one 
of the bar’s exits. 

“We made the decision right after Orlando 
to take the stage out because with the stage 
there and then the sound door in place, it was 
a tight space to try and get through,” he said. 
“God forbid anything were to ever happen 


in here, we need people to be able to get out 
quickly” 

Scarlet isn’t the only business tightening se- 
curity 

“We take the safety of both patrons and 
staff very seriously— in fact, the threat of 
violent acts from outside factions has long 
been a consideration,” Jo Webster, co-owner 
of Berlin nightclub in Lakeview, wrote in an 
email. “Consequently we work very closely 
in partnership with the Chicago Police Force 
along with neighborhood watch groups, fel- 
low LGBTQ business owners and other clubs 
in our immediate neighborhood, aU of which 
enhances our own security practices.” 

Mark Liberson is the president of LKH 
Management, which operates popular Lakev- 
iew clubs Hydrate, Elixir, Lark, Replay and 
Seven. He said that the businesses have exer- 
cised more caution recently but that policies 
haven’t changed dramatically 

“People are coming out and celebrating, and 
they wiU not let fear win and ruin their quality 
of life,” he said. “You have to keep going for- 
ward.” 

The Chicago Police Department said it met 
earlier this month with business owners in its 


19th District, which includes Lakeview, Lin- 
coln Park and Uptown, as it does every year to 
discuss preparations for the Pride Parade and 
will step up police presence at events across 
Chicago. 

Nott said fewer people than normal came 
out to celebrate last weekend’s Pride Fest. 

“I think I can say without a doubt that this 
year’s Pride Fest was definitely affected by 
{the Orlando shooting},” he said. “It was much 
slower than last year, and towards the later 
parts of the night, the street cleared out pretty 
quickly” 

Still, some wiU not let fear of violence affect 
their decision to celebrate this weekend— or 
ever, for that matter. 

“The celebration of Pride is a celebration 
of hard-fought-for rights and freedoms, a 
remembrance of those who have came and 
passed before us, and a recognition of the 
brave LGBTQ souls who stared violence in 
the face and confronted it all those years ago 
at the Stonewall Inn,” said Todd Koenig, a 
31-year-old Andersonville resident. He was re- 
ferring to a New Y)rk bar that in 1969 served 
as a flashpoint for the gay rights movement in 
the US. 


“So while the concern of danger may be 
more palpable with the Orlando shooting so 
fresh in people’s minds, I refuse to let any real 
or imagined fears affect my decision to partici- 
pate in ‘radical’ acts like the Pride Parade.” 

Others say a heightened police presence 
could make undocumented LGBTQ people 
and trans people of color uncomfortable in a 
space where they’re meant to feel safe. 

“Events like Pride are supposed to be sanc- 
tuaries for queer people to hang out with 
queer people,” said Jes Scheinpflug, a 28 -year- 
old Lincoln Square resident. “I’m not attend- 
ing this year not because I feel I’m in danger, 
but because instead it’s become more of a big 
party for people to get wasted.” 

Though it’s fair to say everyone should re- 
main aware of their surroundings. 

“There’s nothing wrong ... about trust- 
ing your gut; (there is] no shame in pointing 
out someone suspicious to an officer or club 
bouncer,” said Jodi Erpelding, a 57-year-old 
Rogers Park resident. “It’s more than ‘see it, 
say it’; sometimes it’s just a visceral response to 
someone or a situation which people act upon, 
and it can be a lifesaver.”

/ The 45-year-old Danish director, most famous for his 2011 film

When I asked him if he had a chance to do anything fun in Chicago before our 
interview at the Waldorf Astoria Hotel, he told me that he’d gone on a boat tour to 
see the city’s architecture. 


“It was great,” he said, very seriously “It was 
all about how much stuff costs.” 

Fanning, on the other hand, is freshly 18 
and effervescent, all about expressive hand 
gestures, wide eyes and easy laughter. The 
juxtaposition between the two is jarring yet 
refreshing; they work well together. And one 
would hope so, given their history: She stars 
in his new film, “The Neon Demon,” a pseudo 
horror movie about beauty and narcissism 


in the L.A. fashion dreamscape. Her role as 
Jesse, a burgeoning model, is her darkest, 
most mature one yet. 

Fanning described Jesse as “the ultimate 
beauty”— immediately sought after, yearned 
for, emulated en masse. Hers is an allure that 
goes beyond mere physicality though. Much 
of the desire directed toward Jesse, both sexual 
and otherwise, is from other women, a striking 
change in an industry in which beauty is usually 


delineated by the eyes of male characters. 

Instead, Jesse’s appeal feels more universal. 
She’s described in the movie as being like the 
sun in the middle of winter: luminous and im- 
possible to ignore. 

“I think it has mostly to do with her spirit 
and kind of this aura around her of, you know, 
princesses and fairy tales,” Fanning said. “It’s 
purity virginity that youthfulness.” 

Refn would describe this spiritual quality as 
being that “thing,” a concept repeated several 
times throughout the film as people fawn over 
Jesse. The “thing,” Refn said, is an intangible 
sense you have about someone — a feeling that 
they’re special. It’s unmistakable and impos- 
sible to replicate. 

“%u’re born with it,” he said. “Elle has it, 
and that’s why she’s the only one who could 
play the role. And I’ve worked with Ryan Gos- 
ling before, who also has it. It’s that magic, it’s 
just like a magnet. It’s a talent.” 

“The Neon Demon” received a notably 


polarized reaction from the Cannes Film 
Festival audience earlier this year-a blend 
of standing ovations, boos and (allegedly) 
fistfights— but controversy has become 
somewhat typical of Refn films. After he 
netted the best director award at Cannes in 
2011 for “Drive,” his 2013 movie “Only God 
Forgives” left some critics unsettled by its 
depiction of extreme violence. It too yielded 
boos at the French film festival. 

Despite that norm, he dismissed the idea 
that he creates stories or plot points for the 
sake of shock value. 

“I think that anything that is singular will 
always provoke, because you always have to 
have an emotion to it. You have to react to 
it,” Refn said. “I’m not interested in good and 
bad, I’m interested in a reaction. Because I 
think generally that creativity is a way to open 
up one’s opinions to discussions.” 

Despite its raciness, Fanning’s parents 
were reportedly OK with the film’s content. 
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She was still underage during filming, a fact 
that both shielded her from participating in 
some of the more graphic scenes and leaves 
her feeling nostalgic now that the project is 
fully wrapped. The set was home to a handful 
of her most recent life milestones. 

“I started when I was i6, and it’s been a 
part of my life, and now it’s here and finally 
coming out,” Fanning said. “So of course you 
do feel older, but you know, I don’t feel like 
an adult. 

“Whatever that means,” she added, laugh- 
ing. 

Fanning’s grown up 
somewhat steeped in 
Hollywood culture — she 
did her first movie at age 
2 , and her sister is actress 
Dakota Fanning, in case 
you haven’t figured that 
out already— which has 
left her protected from 
the typical temptations 
success brings for young 
actors. She’s also glad to 
have gotten the chance 
to go to “regular” high 
school, though the line 
between those separate 
worlds sometimes be- 
came blurred. Her senior 
prom night, for instance, 
was spent at Cannes. She 
struggled to pick a favor- 
ite memory from the ex- 
perience. 

“Oh, just seeing the 
movie for the first time with a big audience 
like that, and having my best friend there,” 
she recalled. “It was my first time going, so 
it was very special. And then I turned i8, and 
then I also graduated like a week ago.” 

Refn has said that he made “The Neon 
Demon” with a 1 6 -year-old audience in mind. 


and Fanning’s generation as a whole. They are 
the ones who will have to face the “neon de- 
mon” of the film’s title— a force that, although 
open to interpretation, has been described by 
Refn as something that consumes youth and 
beauty He said it’s something that you need 
to avoid catching. 

“Like a disease,” Fanning laughed. 

Refn attributes the basic root of the neon 
demon to pure narcissism, a quality he says is 
newly epidemic within the world’s younger 
generation. 

“I think that the 
generation that File 
represents has a very in- 
teresting acceptance of 
narcissism,” Refn said. 
“The idea that narcis- 
sism is a virtue, it’s a 
quality I grew up with 
it as a taboo. But I think 
that the future genera- 
tion kind of accepts the 
individualistic in a dif- 
ferent way ... And that’s 
wherein, of course, the 
neon demon lies.” 

But in a way, Refn 
said he thinks it’s impos- 
sible to beat the neon 
demon without falling 
in love with yourself a 
little bit— just a taste of 
the poison in order to 
recognize its power. 

“In order to really 
deal with it, you need to 
accept the evolution; you need to accept nar- 
cissism as a quality in order to pass through 
it and deal with it,” he said. “It’s like the anti- 
dote is on the other side.”

out: It’s either high 

fashion or a crime scene. 



Cut to a dressing room, where Jesse 
is removing her bloody makeup— just a 
photoshoot after all. But that uncomfortable 
blurring of reality and nightmare, of life and 
death, becomes a constant in “The Neon 
Demon,” which is Danish director Nicolas 
Winding Refn’s latest turn and his first film 
focused on women. 

Sixteen-year-old Jesse arrives to Los Ange- 
les as if plopped down by some divine force, 
parentless and unexplained. She lives alone in 
a sleazy motel (operated by an even sleazier 
manager played by Keanu Reeves) and tells 
people she’s 19 to get gigs. With her corn-silk 
blonde hair and little elven face, Jesse exudes 
this kind of irresistible aura of youth and 
vitality, wholesome to the point of other- 
worldliness. It’s not long before she’s snapped 
up by an agency and plunges straight into the 
glittering world of L.A. fashion. 

Refn’s interpretation of this world is simul- 
taneously perverse and deeply alluring, full of 
parties and runway shows and gorgeous, des- 
perate people. A trio of women float in and 
out of Jesse’s life, including two aging (aka 
older than 21) models and a makeup artist

named Ruby (Jena Malone) who takes Jesse 
under her wing. But as Jesse’s status — and 
disarmingly large ego— rises, she faces the 
danger of being consumed by the very forces 
that created her stardom. 

Visually, “The Neon Demon” is an aggres- 
sively beautiful spectacle, from the pulsing 
color scheme to the costuming to the leggy 
blonde cast. And the acting is pretty strong, 
too, particularly from Fanning and Malone 
(who has that ultra-creepy lesbian necrophil- 
ia scene you’ve probably read about). They 
weave in and out of the movie’s more absurd 
and paranormal plot points with assuredness, 
which is both disquieting and impressive. 

The dialogue is more abundant than in a 
typical Refn film (“Drive”), but at times it 
feels obvious to the point of satire. “Beauty 
isn’t everything,” a fashion designer purrs 
at one point. “It’s the only thing.” Yet, as 
cringeworthy as lines like that may be, they 
don’t seem accidental— Refn is no amateur. 
The film exploits vapidity at every turn, and 
consequently becomes a vapid ordeal itself 
There’s self-awareness there, sure, and it’s 
effective enough, but it comes at the expense 
of true cinematic satisfaction.
